Continuation of 1 1 . does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: Applicant points out Ito teaches the 
dispersion can be water alone and a mixture of water and organic solvents. Further, Onomichi teaches only organic solvents. 
Therefore, the combination of Onomichi in view of Ito is error. The examiner disagrees because Onomichi also teaches that the 
solvent can be organic and mixed with water up to 50%. See paragraph [01311. Further, applicant has not claimed any features 
concerning hydrophilic solutions or hydrophobic solutions. 

The rejections under 35 U.S.C. 103 (a) for claims 1-24 are maintained..
